Marine Corpa in 1960^ he heard George Lincoln Rockwell speak- 
ing in the mall in Washington^ D* C, After the talk, he went 
to Rockwell *:s headquar^tersj 928 Norths Randolph Street ^ Arling- 
ton, Virginia, and obtained literature relative to the American 
Nazi Party .^ Upon his bad conduct discharge from the United 
States Marine .Corps in i960, he made application to join the 
American- Nazi Party. At that time, he was completely finger- 
print ed> including 'palm* prints, :and photograj)hed ♦ 

He was told that he would have-to undergo a thirty-day, trial 
period,, after joining the ANP. During this thirty-day trial 
period,, it was necessary for him to qualify for the Party through 
showing^his courage in physical combat in two street actions. 
He stated the street actions consisted of picketing at various 
Negro^establishments. At the completion of the* thirty- day 
trial period, 'he was sworn in and became a card-bearing. member 
of the ANP with, the position of' personal bpdyf guard to Rockwell, 
the Commander of the ANP. ^ 
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said that the ANP advocates the wiping out of the demo- 
cratic' form of government in America, because it is mob rule 
and will set up a National Republic Government. The ANP will 
purge people in following their ideas, by setting up concentra- 
tion camps and gassing them. He advised that eighty per cent 
of the Jewish people in the United States would be so destroyed. 
The ANP also advocates withdrawing citizenship of all Negroes 
in this country. Further, the Party will deport all liberal 
and conservative Americans and all Christians who have played 
into the hands of the Jewish people. Religion will be toler- 
ated if it does not interfer with the government; however, all 
small fringe groups of the Protestant sects will be broken up 
and a new religion formed by Rockwell will be given to them. 
All Jewish synagogues will be turned into gas chambers for the 
destruction of the Jewish people.

advised that he had access to certain files of the ANP 
h eadquarters in Arlington and from these files, he ascertained 
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that the American Nazi Party in New York City was supported by 
small political figures in the city; however, he was unable to 
furnish their names. 



. said that although the Ku Klux Klan is not a part of 

the ANP, one of the ANP members, ! L went to Atlanta, 
Georgia in September, I961, to participate in the picketing 
of the Grady High School in that city. While there, he was 
furnished money by the Grand Wisard of the Ku Kliuc Klan in 
Atlanta for his own personal comfort and use. 

He said that Ministers from the "Church of God" religious sect 
from Bakersfield, California are card-carrying members of the 
ANP. Further, he stated numerous Ministers of the "Pentacostal 
Church, a fringe Protestant sect," are members of the ANP. He' 
was unable to furnish the names of these persons. 

He described the Party's hard core as consisting of twenty 
members, whose quarters are at 928 Randolph Street, Arlington^ 
Virginia. There are approximately six thousand members of the 
ANP in the United States; however, the vast majority of these 
members are associate members. He stated associate members 
are those card-carrying individuals who reside out;side of a 
fifty-mile radius from Arlington, Virginia. All members, 
regular and associate, contribute ten dollars at the time of 
their application for membership. These associate members 
participate in picketing in the various cities where they 
are . 



[advised that at the pr esent time, the Party is start- 
ing a youth movement and that I l is the National Youth 
Organizer of the ANP. The purpose of the youth movement is to 
bring the youth of the high schools and colleges together and 
organize it to spread Nazism in schools and homes. The Fight- 
ing American National Party, called FAN, is used as a coverup 
for the youth movemen t in Washington, D. C. A youth by the 
name of l L who lives in Southeast Washington, D. C, 
and attends the public school system in that city, is the youth 
leader . 
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said that there are a group of young girls in Arlington, 
Virginia, called the Naziettes and they spread Nazism in the 
public school system in Arlington. He could not furnish the 
names of these girls. He advised that the. ANP, on a national 
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basis, is attempting to organize the youth and that 
I I the national organizer of the ANP, travels to various 
cities throughout the country and organizes special divisions , 
so that divisions can indoctrinate the youth of the cities. 
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]said that the Party does not advocate free love and has 



rules that its members cannot drink or smoke. He stated, 
however, that various members of the hard core in Arlington 
have been contacting young girls and on occasions, have had 
intimate relations with them. Further, he advised that stu- 
dents from the University of Maryland and from American Univer- 
sity in Washington, D. C, come to the headquarters in Arlington 
and obtain literature and discuss the ANP. He advised that 
most of these female students are very promiscuous and he stated 
that as a result of seeing how the ANP treats these young women 
he has decided to make a clean break. To the ANP, a woman is 
an inferior creature and is used for the propagation of chil- 
dren, so that they can be indoctrinated into Nazism. 

He advised that he does not know the names of any underground 
members of the ANP,- however, stated that they do have some. 
These names and the mailing list of the ANP are contained in a 
locked safe in Commander Rockwell's room at ANP headquarters. 
Someone is always present in this room, twenty-four hours a 
day. 

He stated that recently, Rockwell has instituted a program of 
sending literature and corresponding with Officers in the 
United States Army, hoping to win the ArriQr over to his way of 
thinking. He believes that he can obtain control of the govern- 
ment in this country by 1972, through. popular election; however, 
by that time, he wants the Army on his side. 

An unknown man from the State Department recently called Party 
headquarters and told Rockwell that he sympathizes greatly with 
the ANP; however, because of his position with the government, 
he could not openly say so. 
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advised that to his knov.'ledge, a Military Policeman at 
jb'ort Meyer, V irgin ia, is a member of the ANP. This individual, 
whose name is l 1 was formerly assigned to the 82nd Airborne 
-Division, and has only recently been assigned to Port Meyer, 
Virginia . 
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He advised that the ANP pickets and gets involved in minor 
scrapes with the National Association for The Advancement of 
Colored People and the Comnrdttee on Racial Equal ity > so that b^

ROCKWELL Claimed American Nazi Party filled the 
front pages of Chicago newspapers on Se ptember IQ. 196I. He 
explained this statement by saying that I L Anerican 
Nazi Party youth organizer received a letter at American 
Nazi Party Headquarters which requested 150 "National 
Socialist Bulletins". The request was honored and subsequently 
another request from the same source was received at ANP. 
This request was also honored; however, ROCKWELL did not know 
the exact nvimber of bulletins sent in this mailing. According 
to ROCKVffiLL, the party requesting the bulletins, distributed 
them among students at a Junior high school in the Chicago area. 
The fact that they had been distributed in large numbers at 
this junior high school was publicized in the paper on above 
date, 

ROCKWELL exhibited his latest brochure entitled 
"What's Behind 'Mr. Hate'?" This brochure is advertisement 
for ROCKWELL'S book entitled "This Time the World by GEORGE

it must be 6150 Wilson Boulevard. ROCKWELL expressed that 
he hoped to have this for his ti»oopers and their wifes to 
relieve situations that would take their minds and time b7r 
off their party activities. ROCKWELL did discuss with 
I i the fact that if and when he got married he could have 
a room at 6150 Wilson Boulevard, That room was supposed to be 
vacated by one of the troopers who is moving to AN? Headquarters, 
928 North Randolph Street.

He advised that in .ipril 1961, he went to 
Washington, D.C., looking for a job, and while there 
stayed at the WCA, came in contact with one of- George 
Lincoln Rockwell's men, and was invited to their head- 
quarters to live. He advised that he lived with Roclcwell 
in Arlington, Virginia, from April I961 until his trouble 
in July 1961, when he was arrested and sentenced to the 
State Farm, where he is now serving a twelve months sentence. 

He advieSd that ffioyd Fleming purchased the ANP 
headquarters at 92^ North Randolph Street, Arlington, 
Virginia, and Rockwell is pay$ng approximately $160 per 
month to Fleming for the purchase of this building. He 
advised that Floyd Fleming holds card No. 1 in ANP, and 
Rockwell holds card No. 2. He advised that Rockwell 
handles all finances of ANP and is extremely careful for 
fear of investigation ,<by the Internal Revenue Service. 
He advised that Rockwell .is financing the ANP through 
donations received mostly from small income bracket 
people. He advised that contributions range from a few 
dollars to as high as |120, and Rockwell keeps a daily 
record of these donations. He noted that this is a very 
small percentage of the finances received; hov/ever, most 
of the financing comes from Homestead Contracting and 
Home Repair Company. He estimated that during the summer 
months, this company was bringing from $1,000 to $1,2000 
a month to the ANP. 

During May 196I, during the "Hate Bus Expedition" 
to New Orleans, Rockwell received two telegraphic money 
orders; one in the amount of $800 and the other approxi- 
mately $500 to $600. He did not know who was responsible 
for sending this money. He declared that ANP had two 
members in New Orlean s at that time; one of whom was 

I 1. 1 I was formerly with the British 

National Party in London and is believed to be employed as 
a salesman.

Roclcwell is counting to a large extent on his 
book "This Time The V/orld" being puMished by Parliament 
House in New York City and to appeal- in January 19^2, 
to bring ANP out of its financial crisis.^" 'He nbted 
that currently Roclcwell is afraid of losing both his 
headquarters and the "mansion" which houses ANP members. 
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stated that he held the position of Acting 

Chief of Security at ANP Headquarters prior to his arrest, 
and in this post, he had the responsibility of maintaining 
and protecting applications of associate and regular members 
of ANP. He estirafced that there were approximately 350 • 
applications on file; some of them from all over the world, 
noting that one was from a white teacher in Nigeria. It was 
his recollection that this teacher was an Englishman who 
was working on a contract with the Nigerian Government. His 
name was not known. 
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I I Stated that there are three classifications 
of people connected with the ANP; one, the regular members 
who must reside within a fifty mile radius of Arlington, 
Virginia, and these number approximately 50; two, associate 
members which include active members in the field, and he 
estimated this to be approximately 350; three, sympathizers, 
and he estimates this number to be betv/een 3>000 and 4-, 000.

NATIONAL STATES RIGEPS PART^ 

On November 26, 1957, a. source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention 
held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. 
An article in the November 26, 1957 issue of the 
"Greenville Piedmont", a newspaper of Greenville, 
South Carolina, reported that a "Ku Klux Klan spokesman 
of Greenville reported the recent formatlonc.of a new 
political party to be known as the United V/hite Party ' . 
According to the article, the party was formed at a 
recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many Klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as. being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and 
individuals". 

The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt", 
self-described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ 
of the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that 
rank and file '-'States Righters" had merged with the UWP 
under "the banner of the National States Rights Party 
with national offices at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana . 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the 
NSRP is composed of past members of the Ku Klux Klan 
and notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, 196O, of "The 
Thunderbolt" announced the address of the headquarters 
of the NSRP had been changed from Jeffersonville, 
Indiana, to Post Box 783/ Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, i960, a source advised that Edward 
R, Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the 
individual who "runs the NSRP" 

The March, 1959 issue of the Anti-Defamation 
League Bulletin contained an article by Jerome Bakst 
entitled "Angry Young Men of Hate". Regarding Edward 
R. Fields, the article stated, "Fields, 26 years old

aiid a Louisville chiropractor, is a key figure in the 
National States Rights Party and co-ordinator of all 
its activities, contacts and liaison with leaders of 
other hate groups. He apparently started Jew-baiting 
in his teens, aided Stoner in the Christian anti-Jewish 
party, and got involved in newspaper notoriety while 
attending chiropractory school in Davenport, Iowa. 
There, early in 1954, according to newspaper reports, 
he pasted anti-Jewish stickers on store windows during 
Brotherhood Week". 

A source advised in May, I96I, that Dr. 
Edward R. Fields participated in the disturbance at 
the Trailways Bus Station, Birmingham, on May l4, 19ol^ 
involving the "Freedom Riders" and, in fact, caused 
the fighting there.
